LOCATION—Campbell Farms are located at Moffat, 12 miles southeast of Guelph. Motoring from Guelph take Highway 
6 (Guelph-Hamilton) 6 miles to Aberfoyle and turn left 6 miles on county road to the farm. Coming from 
Toronto take the Queen Elizabeth way (Toronto-Hamilton) and turn north on Highway 25. Coming from Detroit, 
Moffat is 180 miles and from Niagara Falls 90 miles. 


LUNCH—A local ladies’ organization will provide lunch before the sale. 


HOTEL ACCOMMODATION—This can be arranged at the Royal Hotel, Guelph, or in Toronto at the Yoyal York or 
King Edward. Anyone wishing reservations at any of these hotels, should notify us before the sale. 


TRAINS and PLANES—Anyone coming from Chicago by train should take the Canadian Pacific (New York Central 
Station) leaving at 8 p.m. the evening before the sale. This train arrives at Moffat at 7.30 am. Malton Airport 
is 35 miles from the farm and planes will be met if we are notified before the sale.

six months. Heifers not settled when twenty-two months 
of age shall be promptly reported. Heifers over sixteen 
months of age sold open, not settling within six months 
of date of sale, shall be promptly reported. 


4. Any animal not proving up to foregoing guaran- 


tee shall be replaced with another of equal value at the 
time of purchase to the satisfaction of the purchaser, or 
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the purchase price will be refunded at the seller’s option, 
but the seller may, if he desires, have the animal re- 
turned for retrial after a period not to exceed six months. 
The expense of return freight in such case is to be paid 
by the seller. If the animal is proved to be a breeder 
beyond doubt, it shall be returned to the purchaser at 
his expense. In case the animal proves to be not a 
breeder, then the purchaser shall be given the option of 
having purchase price refunded without interest or of 
accepting a substitute as stipulated above. Salvage to go 
to the seller. No charge for feed or maintenance shall be 
made by either buyer or seller. 


5. A certificate of registry in the Canadian Short- 
horn Herd Book will be furnished with each animal. Any 
animal in this sale can be registered in the American 
Shorthorn Breeders’ Herd Book. 


6. We will not be responsible for accidents that 
may occur. As soon as cattle are sold, they are at the 
owner’s risk, but every care and attention will be given 
them, and they will be loaded free of cost. Neither the 
Sale Manager nor the Clerk assumes any liability, legal 
or otherwise.
